And be it Enacted, That for the purposes of county assessment, all 
bouses comprised in the county valuation hereby directed to be made 
shall be valued at the sum or rent for which each house could be let 
by the year, deducting therefrom one-tbird part of such sum or rent: 20 
Provided always, That no house for which a greater sum or rent by 
the year than Five Pounds could not be obtained shall be included in 
the said valuation. 

And be it Enacted, That for tbe purposes of such county valuation, 
all outbuildings, barns, stables, warehouses, yards and offices belonging 25

And be it Enacted, That the said Valuator shall enter the particulars 
of the valuation of each and every parish, and of each and every town- 
land and tenement within the same, when and as each such valuation 
shall be completed, in a separate and distinct field-book, to be appro- 
priated to each and every such parish respectively, and to be distin- 5 
guished and entitled as the survey and field-book of each such 
particular parish respectively, distinguishing the barony in which such 
parish shall be situate, and also distinguishing the several townlands and

of Valuation shall transmit a sufficient number of printed copies of 
such lists, in the Form (A.) set forth in the Schedule annexed to this 
Act, to the High Constable or other Collector of the county cess or
